The proposed Torrens act would 
have the effect of eliminating the ne- 
cessity of abstracts of title and, its 
proponents claim, would simplify the 
transfer and title of all real estate and 
land. 

Bills proposing the enactment of the 
Torrens law have been introduced at 
every session of the legislature for 
More than 20 years. At the 1913 ses- 
sion a bill passed both houses, but was 
refused approval by Governor John- 
son. 

Enough signatures have been se- 
cured to put the abolishment of the 
death penalty upon the ballot, but a 
decision from the Attorney-General 1s 
necessary before the legality of these 
names are decided. 

The referendum measures to go upon 
the ballot are the redlight abatement 
and injunction law, the blue sky law, 
the non-sale of fish and game and the 
water commission act.

Thirteen Formosans Executed 
and 123 Sent to Prison 


Tokio—The public execution of 13 
Formosan conspjrators was carried out 
at Taihoku, Formosa, according to dis- 
patches received by the government 
here. They were sentenced to death 
in connection with a plot discovered 
early in November td overthrow Jap- 
anese rule in Formosa... -The plotters 
were accused of planning to raise an 
army of 100,000 Formosans and to 
massacre the !Japanese garrison, after- 
ward handing over the island to China. 

Besides the 18 plotters sentenced to 
death, 123 others were condemned to 
long terms of imprisonment.

Governor to Head State Ticket 
of Progressives---Heney Aims 
to Be U. S. Senator

CALIFORNIA LEADS IN 
USE OF AUTOMOBILES 


Registration of New Machines 
Exceeds New York by 2600 


Sacramento—The records of the mo- 
tor vehicle department in Secretary of 
State Jordan’s office at the colse of the 
1913 business show that California in- 
vested $46,908,000 in automobiles during 
the year, and for the second consecu* 
tive year leads all the states in the pur- 
chase of motor vehicles. The grand 
total investment in motor cars since 
the registration of automobiles was 
begun in 1905 is estimated at $183,850, - 
500, on the basis that thé average price 
of a machine is $1500. 

Attaches of the motor vehicle de- 
partment, who have been keeping in 
touch with the registration in other 
states, said that the California regis- 
tration of 31,272-new cars for 1913 ex- 
ceeded that of New York, its nearest 
competitor, by more than 2600. 

The registration for 1913 exceeds 
that of 1912 by 2112 cars.
